It is interesting to note that from 1881 
to 1893 there was only one year in which 

éxports did not greatly exceed thé 
thdrawals. There was no apparent 
relationship between the two. During the 
seven months just past the exports 
amounted to $57,899,745 and the with- 
drawais to $107,174,838. In 1882 the exports 
were $82,687,880, yet the withdrawals were 
only , $40,000. In 1884 the exports were 
$41,081, 957 and the withdrawals only 3590, 
000. In 1889, when the exports were $59,- 
952,285, the withdrawals were $730,143. In 
1891, with éxports to the amount of $86,- 
362,654, the Treasury lost only $5,986,070. 
During all of these years the banks took 
care of htavy demands for export gold. 
It was not until the first year of the 
irs’ panic that the withdrawals be- 
gan to exceed the exports, and although 
the exports steadily diminished after 1893, 
the withdrawals during the last seven 
months were in excess of the exports to 
thé umount of $56,276,073. 

These figures show not only that there 
was no excessive demand for export gold 
during the Government's recent troubles, 
put that our patriotic bankers increased | 
its difficulties: and fostered the pani¢ by 
stripping the ury of gold to hoard 
it tor premiums and to force bond issues.

It ia beginning to be apparent that the 
General Assembly of Missouri has little 
justice and ho favors in store for ‘the 
great city of St. Louis.

The judicial reform bill, prepared by 
the Bar Association, and providing in- 
creased facilities for the transaction of 
the important legal business of this city 
and for the reform of the Criminal Court, 
has been practically hung up between the 
Senate and the House, albeit the Mousd 
has tt last ordered the measure en- 
grossment. It has yet to be pas | 
finally by both bodies, and unless {t shall 
be expedited and spared unnecessary 
amendment there is grave doubt of its 
enactment. 

The subway and telephone bills are 
making no progress whatever, and all 
appearances indicate that they will be 
either smothered in committee or scien- 
tifically crushed by both branches of the 
Assembly. 

This sort of corporate and political sub- 
serviency Ought not to characterize the 
Legislature of a great Western State, 
and if the présent Assembly does not, 
before its final adjournment, exereise bet- 
ter judgment and meet the mianifest 
needs of the people, it will have a record 
which may be difficult to defend when 
the next campaign comes on. 

But, aside irom party policy, it is sound 
party principle to stand with the people 
upon measures which have behind them 
the demands of a majority.

THE CASE IW A NUTSHELL. 


President Nagel puts the case in a 
nutshell when he says that new railway 
companies seeking valuable franchises 
and old ones seeking extensions should 
be compelled to pay a reasonable percent- 
age on their gross earnings as the price 
of the privileges granted. 

This should stand as a declaration of 
the fixed policy of the city government. 
No effort should be spared by city offi- 
cials and public-spirited citizens to bring 
about the adoption of the custom, and 
when adopted no deviation from it should 
be tolerated. 

As Mr. Nagel points 6uf, 4 large and 
ever-increasing revenue will flow into the 
City Treasury when this resource is 
made available. Once the plan is adopted 
it will solve many perplexing financidl 
problems and relieve the city from the 
pinch of want, which so often prevents 
much-needed improvements. Moreover, 
it will curb the rapacity of the franchise 
holding corporations, prevent much if 
not most of the stock jobbing atid water- 
ing which are now so prevalent and thus 
bring the companies more easily under 
the control of law. 

No franchise granted without 4 per- 
centage of the gross receipts is a sound 
rule.

RIVER SHIPPING NEWS. 


The tug Reliance was put to work to as-

Present conditions indicate that little dam- 
age is to be expected to shipping by the 
breaking up of the ice.- Rivermen say that 
if there are four or five days of thawing the 
ice will be so rotten that it will do no dam- 
age unless à considerable rise occurs, A 
Slight rise is reported from up the river. 
The breaking up of the ice in recent years is 
not accompanied with so 158 damage as 
in former years. This is due partly to thé 
protection afforded by the bridges and also 
to the fact that there are not so many boats 
on the river as formerly. 

The worst, year in the history of the river 
as far as damage to shipping is concerned 
was. 1856. Twenty-Seven steamboats were 
sunk at St. Louis that year by the ice. In 
1866 considerable damage was done. The 
Steamer Belle Memphis was completely 
wrecked. 

In 18892 thé; steamer Crystal City was lifted 
up by the ice and landed on the Levee, 
where she remained until thé river raised 
high enough to float her. Two years ago
